In 
the last Congress, the Senate 
passed an aifi-to-education measure 
only to see it die in committee in 
the House. 
» In some quarters there was con- 
aiderable doubt that an aid bill 
could be enacted in the present 
session. Economy advocates may 
try to go to work on it. P 

As it passed the Senate, the bill 
authorizes $300,000,000 a year in 
Federal] grants to the States on a 
basis of need to raise the standards 
of education.

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The Governor Seizes the Bull— 


The decision of Gov. Talmadge to re- 
organize the State Tax Revision Commis- 
Sion offers hope that something will be 
done about education, roads and other 
needs in Georgia. 


The Governor this week will replace 
10 Thompson appointees on the Commis- 
sion with 10 of his own. That will change 
the complexion of the Commission from 
that of a bipartisan body to one wholly 
controlled by the present Administra- 
tion. Bipartisan makeup was achieved, 
however, only when Talmadge assumed 
office and certain of his statehouse offi- 
cers automatically became members of the 
Commission, replacing those who went out 
with the Thompson regime. 


The Governor is Chairman. Appoint- 
ment of those of his own choosing to the 
Commission indicates he is willing to as- 


sume responsibility for its accomplish- 
ments or failures. 

The Governor could have evaded this 
responsibility by allowing the Commis- 
sion to retain its bipartisan nature and 
submitting a routine report to the General 
Assembly in compliance. with the law. 

Instead, he has chosen the positive ap- 
proach. We take it that the Governor, with 
his own appointees on the Commission, 
will set it to work writing legislation re- 
vising Georgia’s tax laws, plugging up 
loopholes and devising more efficient col- 
lection methods. This legislation will be 
submitted to the January legislative ses- 
sion for action. 

That is what The Constitution and a 
great many citizens have been seeking for 
years. We are delighted the Governor has 
decided to seize the bull by the horns, so 


to speak, and get something done. 


Titles Keep Changing Hands 


Kentucky, known long, far and wide 
as the “Bluegrass State,” has lost the 
right to the title. 

No longer does the State rank among 
the leaders in the growing of pasture 
grass. 

In 1945 Minnesota led the nation ‘in the 


amount of bluegrass seed sold and since 
then Iowa has taken the pole position. 


The “Bluegrass” State has slipped away 
down on the list—though its horses still 
do pretty well. 

We Georgians, in the last ditch defend- 
ing our “Peach State” title, can sympa- 
thize with our Kentucky cousins. 

With all this discrediting, first thing 
you know, we'll hear there are no Hoo- 
siers left in Indiana and no mules in Mis- 
sourl. 


Toward a Fair Labor Policy 


President Harry S&S. Truman’s position, 
uncomfortable though it may be to him 
and his partisans, reflects the conditions 
which elected him in the surprising vic- 
tory of last November. 

He was elected by virtue of the fact 
that many elements, with diverse inter- 
ests, in the last weeks turned to him as 
offering a better hope than Gov. Thomas 
Dewey, of New York. 

The farm group turned to him. So did 


organized labor. They will do for illus- 
tration. Certainly they have nothing in 
common, save that both want specific, ben- 


eficial, special-interest legislation. Labor 
wants the Taft-Hartley law repealed. The 
farmers want it kept. 

The white-collar class, by and large, 
turned to Truman. This class, which 
works more or less at fixed salaries, nev- 
ertheless is one which has had some edu- 
cational preparation for jobs and which 
believes that big union politics and 
Struggles for power on the part of union 
officials are just as dangerous to them 
as uncontrolled corporations or unregu- 
lated “big business.” By and large, this 
group wants the benefits of government 
controls, and it also opposes outright aboli- 
tion of the Taft-Hartley law. 

Very few strikes alarm public opinion. 
But a few do. The strike in Atlanta, for 
example, alarms the general public be- 
cause it cannot understand a reason for 
the strike and suspect it to have been con- 
ceived as a springboard to political power. 
This strike, and a few others like it, have 
served to more or less isolate organized 
labor as the only one of the elements which

supported, and elected Mr. Truman, advo- 
cating “repeal or nothing.” Dogma rarely 
is well received. The Congress, by putting 
the Wood Bill before the House, and by 
then putting it back in Committee, re- 
vealed the confusion and lack of direction, 
as it also revealed that political strategy 
was more an issue than a labor policy. 

What we will get now is a compromise. 
The closeness of the vote on both decisions 
of last week, is evidence there will be no 
outright repeal. Neither labor nor man- 
agement is going to get what it has been 
wanting. 

This may be encouraging. We think it 
is. It seems to us to be a step in the evo- 
lution of what will become a labor policy. 
It may be that out of the struggle ahead, 
both labor and management will come of 
age, so to speak, and will be able to dis- 
cuss labor and management problems in 
a climate of equity, rather than recrimina- 
tion. Obviously we must have a policy. 

It has come to sound rather trite to 
say that we need a labor policy supported 
by legislation which will be fair to both 
sides, Yet, actually, that is what we want. 
We cannot have a labor policy like that 
of Great Britain, just as we cannot fit the 
socialism of their small, island country, 
with its lack of raw materials, to our vast 
nation of many regions and many econo- 
mies. We must have the American system. 

The labor haters and the special privi- 
lege groups are in a minority. The people 
want, we believe, a labor law that protects 
the public interest, including national se- 
curity, and which provides even-Stephen 
bargaining power.

WASHINGTON—Seldom has a retiring public official received the widespread acclaim that has 


gone to Gen. Lucius Clay for 
affairs of our occupation forces in Germany. On 
him, 


the successful record he has achieved in administering the complicated 


every hand the highest praise is being heaped upon 


The current appraisals being made of his outstanding service leaves little room for doubt that 


he will go down in history as one of the ablest generals and one of the greatest military executives 


of the World War II period. 

Reflecting the attitude of the American press 
generally, the New York Times recently made 
this editorial comment on his record: “Few men 
in American history have had a tougher task to 
fulfill. Few have done such a task better. Presi- 
dent Truman was right in saying that Gen. Clay 
deserves and will receive the thanks of the Amer- 
ican people.” 


In a similar vein, the Washington Post 
has had this to say about his retirement: “It 
is a big man who has lain down one of the 
biggest jobs ever to be given into American 
custody. There can be no doubt about that. 
His task is completed, and he leaves Ger- 
many when a new phase of that tortured 
problem is about to open.” 


The Post went on to say that “the United 
States may well be proud that it. can produce 
at this critical moment in world history soldiers 
of the stamp of Gen. Clay.” 

Other editorial expressions of a like nature 
could be quoted endlessly. These will suffice 
to show the unanimity of the acclaim. It would 
be difficult to find any dissent, outside of certain 
organs of Communistic leanings, perhaps. 

General MacArthur has done a remarkable 
job of military administration in Japan, but his 
organization differs from Gen. Clay’s in Ger- 
many in that Clay’s was built more on civilian 
lines of government. Moreover, Clay has occu- 
pied the hottest seat in the world since the war 
because of the tension of the cold war that has 
raged around him. 

It took a man of steel nerves, infinite patience 
and an iron hand to meet the problems that have 
beset our occupation command in Germany. Gen. 
Clay had these qualities and more. It is said of 
him that business lost a great executive when he 
chose the Army for a career. Many of his asso- 
ciates swore that he never slept, so long and hard 
were his labors. And yet his mind never seemed 


to tire. There was a precision and orderliness 
| about his methods that was always the acme of 
perfection. 


He had the gift of being a model military 
administrator, based, it is said, on a rigid 
sense of duty and an uncanny knack of per- 
sonifying the high policy of his Government. 
These qualities were manifest in the way he 
labored after Potsdam for an accommodation 
with the Russians in promoting unity in Ger- 
many. Later, when this approach became 
futile, it was necessary for him to pursue 
different tactics of patience and firmness. 
When the need arose he proved to be the 
epitome of toughness. No one could be 
tougher than he when the occasion arose. 


It is entirely fitting that Gen. Clay’s retire- 
ment should come simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement that the Berlin blockade is to be 
lifted. He long has wanted to give up his post 
but could not very well do so as long as the 
cold war tension remained. The ending of. the 
blockade and the forthcoming meeting of the 
foreign min®ters over German problems gives 
him the opportunity he has awaited to step down. 


At 52, Gen. Clay is still a young man as retire- 
ment ages go. For a man of his energy and 
talents it is hardly conceivable that he will be 
content to sit idle the rest of his days. Some 
suggestion has been heard that he may seek a 
political career. Such a course would be in keep- 
ing with his traditions. His father, the late Alex- 
ander S. Clay, was a distinguished United States 
Senator from Georgia for many years. He is a 
lineal descendant of Henry Clay, famous Ameri- 
can statesmen of an earlier day. 


Whatever he does his course will be followed 
with interest by a grateful American public, 
proud of the high service he has rendered the 


nation.

The Soviet zone suffered more than 
the Allied zones. 

2—The Marshall Plan worked. The Molotov Plan didn’t. The 
Marshall Plan of self-help and mutual aid is strengthening all of 
Western Europe. The Molotov Plan, which called for economic co- 
operation in Eastern Europe, has. been a failure. It was, and is, a 
failure because the Soviet system couldn’t deliver. The Capitalistic 
American system did deliver. That is the bald explanation of it. 
Our costs of the Marshall Plan will, in time, be revealed as one 
of the cheapest and best bargains in all our history, unless, of 
course, the Soviets can smash what we have done in Germany and

It is ironic we should be disturbed and worried now the airlift 
is ended and the blockade lifted. It worked so well it became almost 
comfortable. That plan to beat the blockade, created on the initia- 
tive of Georgia’s General Lucius Clay, will go down in our his- 
tory as one of our finest peacetime achievements in realistic diplo- 
macy. We are as productive of realism as the Russians. The trouble 
Is our realists have to think, and act, in terms of Congress and 
politics. The Russians don’t. 

We must stay in Germany a long time. 

We have billions invested there. We have an even greater in- 
vestment, the lives of the men who died to prevent another great 
war of aggression out of Europe. Whatever the cost, it is far cheaper 
in money than war, and to consider giving it up until a peace is 
established is folly.

The New German Constitution 


BONN, Germany—(?)—The new Constitution for the 


‘war and provides for the 
_ The 146-article Charter is 
Signed to guarantee Western 
r It contains a “Bill of Rights” section which 
€gins: “The dignity of man shall be inviolable.” 
It forbids censorship. 


Squarely committing Germans to respect 
international law, it gives them greater free- 
doms than they have enjoyed since before 
Hitler. It specifies penalties up to life im- 
P mment for any would-be dictators who 

by force or threat of force” change the 
Constitution or deprive the head of the state 
of his powers. 


_ German political leaders claim the Constitu- 
tion is the “most progressive in the world.” 

Repeatedly, the document calls for the unity 
of all Germany and stresses the provisional 
character of the West German State. In this it 
reflects the determination of West German lead- 
ers not to formalize any permanent division of 
Germany between East and West, 

The theme of unity begins in the preamble. 
It reads: 

“Conscious of its responsibility before God 
and mankind, filled with the resolve to preserve 
its national and political unity and to serve 
world peace as an equal partner in a united 
Europe, the German people (of the 11 West 
German States) has, by virtue of its constituent 
power, enacted this basic law of the Federal 
Republic of Germany to give a new order to 
political life for a transitional period. | 

“It acted also on behalf of those Germans 
(in the Eastern Zone) to whom participation 
was denied. The entire German people is called 
upon to accomplish, by free self-determination, 
the unity and Germany.” 

The article describing the geographical limits 
of the Republic uses the words “for the time 
~ being.” 


freedom of 


The final article states: “This basic law 
loses its validity on the day when a Consti- 
tution is put into effect which is decided on 
by the German people in a free decision.” 


Stressing the theme of peace, the Constitu- 
tion makes no provision for raising an army or 
declaring war, and declares no German can be 
drafted “against his conscience to perform war 
service.” However, it does not actually forbid 
the raising of any army. 

Aggressive war or preparations for aggres- 
five war are banned in these words: “Activities 
fending to disturb or undertaken with the inten- 
tion of disturbing the peaceful relation between 
nations, and especially preparing for aggressive 
war, shall be unconstit1tional. They shall be 
made subject to punishment.” 

Under the new Constitution, Germany will 
rely on international collective security for pro- 
tection. It says the Federation may, by legisla- 
tion, transfer sovereign powers to “international 
Institutions” such as a United States of Europe. 
In order to preserve peace, the Federation may 
join “a system of mutual collective security.” 

The Bill of Rights section includes these dec- 
larations: 

“All men shall be equal before the law.” 

“Freedom of the press and freedom of re- 
porting by radio and motion pictures shall be 
guaranteed. There shall be no censorship.” 

“All Germans shall have the right, without 
prior notification or permission, to assemble 
peacefully and unarmed.” 

“The dwelling shall be inviolable.” 

“No one may be prejudiced or privileged be- 
cause of his sex, descent, race, language, home- 
land or origin, faith, or his religious and politi- 
cal opinions.” 


“All State authority emanates from the 
people. It shall be exercised by the people 
in elections and plebiscites and by means of 
separate legislative, executive and judicial 
organs.”

The Constitution states that “the general 
rules of international law shall form part of Fed- 
eral law” and take precedence over Federal 
law. 

Structurally, the new Government will be 
much like that of the United States. The consti- 
tution creates a central Federal authority, but 
the States retain many powers. 


A significant variation from the American 
pattern is that the head of the State, the Fed- 
eral President, is little more than a figure- 
head. Limitation of his powers is stressed 
to avoid a repetition of 1933 when Germany 
plunged from a republic to a dictatorship in 
a few weeks. 


The real executive power will be wielded by 
a Federa] Chancellor or Premier. In this the 
Germans followed the British system. 


The Lower House of the Bund (Parliament) 
will be called the Bundestag. Members will be 
elected by the people for four years. Any per- 
son over 21 can vote. A person must be 25 
to hold office. 


The Upper House will be called the Bunds- 
rat. The State Legisiatures will name its mem- 
bers. Each State will have at least three repre- 
sentatives in the Upper House. The large States 
will have four or five, according to their popu- 
lation 

a : 

Both Houses must agree on legislation on crim- 
inal law, refugees, war damages, labor and taxes 
that would provide revenue for the States. On 
other legislation, the Lower House can override 
the Upper House. 


The Federal Government has exclusive leg- 
islative powers in such fields as foreign affairs, 
currency, customs and communications. In other 
fields, such as civil and criminal law, constitu- 
tion of courts, public welfare, antitrust and ship- 
ping, the Federal and State Governments have 
concurrent powers. 

The knotty issue of financial powers, which 
deadlocked the Parliamentary Council for weeks, 
was solved by dividing tax and financial admin- 
istration between the Federa! and State authori- 
Lies. 

Customs duties and taxes on Government 
monopolies will be controlled by the Federal 
Bund. The Bund and the States will share pow- 
ers over consumer, transport, income and prop- 
erty taxes. The States will control beer taxes. 


The Federal Chancellor will be elected by 
the Bundestag, or Lower House. He will de- 
termine and assume responsibility for gen- 
eral policy and name the Federal Ministers. 


By a vote of no-confidence the Bundestag can 
force his resignation. If the Bundestag is unable 
to agree on his successor, new elections are 
called. 

The Federal President is elected for five years 
by a Federal Convention consisting of the 
Bundestag and an equal number of members 
elected by State Legislatures. He can be re- 
elected but once. 

In event of the President’s death or inabil- 
ity to perform his duties, the President of the 
Bundesrat will take his place for 30 days while 
a new President is being chosen. 

Most presidential orders will be counter- 
signed by the Chancellor. The President’s duties 
are largely limited to accrediting and receiving 
envoys and representing the Government in in- 
ternational matters. 

He also may exercise. the right of pardon. 

Either House may impeach him for wilful vio- 
lation of the constitution or Federal law. 

Heading the independent judicial system is a 
Federal Constitutional Court which will inter- 
pret the constitution and settle disputes between 
the Federal Government and the States. Each

This is the story of a happy school. 
There must be many schools in Geor- 
gia as well-adjusted and cheerful and pur- 
poseful as Benjamin Neely, tucked in between Clayton and 
Fulton Counties on the edge of College Park, but in these 
sensational days we do not hear much from them. 

A patron invited our attention to his school. 

i “We have the best principal in the State,” he said proudly, 
and the most interested parents working for the school. Come and 
see for yourself!” 

“Why,” said Miss Neita Tanner, the “best principal] in Georgia,” 
later in amazed withdrawal, “I can’t imagine what in the world 
he hoped you would find here. We are just doing our work and 
enjoying every minute of it.” 

Three youngsters were standing by, their hands muddy with 
paint, drawing finger landscapes, apparently lost in their work. 

suddenly one of the boys shot a glance at Miss Tanner and 
smiled. “I know what he meant,” he remarked shyly, and turned 
back to bend over his freehand drawing of a picket fence. 

This is what he meant: 

Neely’s Principal loves her work and it shows in the face of 
every child in her school. 

“I would teach if they only paid me $50 a month,” she said, 
“because there are so many hidden values in it worth more than 
money.” 

Briefly, the pretty, lithe young Miss Tanner is a catalytic agent, 
as any g00d administrator must be. She has a way of drawing 
her teachers, their pupils, their parents and even the municipality 
of College Park into a harmonious circle of accomplishment. 

The schoolground in the modest Benjamin Neely neighborhood 
boasted tennis courts, but nobody used them. Pupils couldn’t af- 
ford the balls and rackets. 

So the City of College Park, aided by Miss Tanner with a

shovel, her teachers and mothers and strong-muscled boys and girls, 
tore up the playground to make it suitable for moderate demands. 
Now there is a skating rink, two basketball courts, two volley 
ball nets, a baseball diamond (Miss Tanner is the umpire many 
an afternoon), and the City recreation people provide the balls, 
used but still bouncing! 

Neely’s cafeteria is decorated with original water colors, tem- 
pera and oil paintings, all signed by the artists. These came from 
the workshop Miss Tanner created to get better acquainted with 
her children. Everv day the teachers’ rest room is filled with 
youngsters and teachers, hard at work on artistic expression. It 
is only incidental that they express other things at the same time. 

Understanding children, Miss Tanner was taught early in her 
career, is good, but understanding of parents is better. So she 
calls on homes, day by day, afternoon by afternoon, almost as 
busy as a minister, seeking out her patrons and discovering their 
hopes and problems and prides. 

Assigned to Benjamin Neely only one year, Miss Tanner insists 
she could have done nothing without the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation, and indeed its goals have been amazing. 

Under the presidency of Mrs. Raymond Woodall, the member- 
ship has grown from 200 to 348 in two years. The organization 
has devoted its energies to the things essential to the wellbeing 
of the children in the school 

Two sets of playground equipment have been purchased (the 
first 6ne was stolen), a radio and phonograph has been bought, the 
auditorium has been hung with draperies, with Venetian blinds 
installed in other rooms. The cafeteria has been furnished, several 
children have been clothed, teachers have been sent to the Recrea- 
tional Conference in Milledgeville, money is on hand for a moving 
picture projector, contributions have been made to a College Park 
clinic, and dozens of little miracles have been wrought. like sub 
scriptions to magazines and sending youngsters on the Patrol 
junket to Washington.

Truckers 
Protest Penn 
Load Limits 


IRWIN, Pa. — (‘%) — A “park: 
down” by drivers protesting the. 
State’s weight limits yesterday im- 
mobilized 260 giant trailer-truck- 
ers on the Pennsylvania turnpike. 

One hundred-sixty drivers aban- 
doned their Westbound trucks on) 
the superhighway between here| 
and Midway. An additional 100) 
Eastbound truckers parked in| 


'service stations on the outskirts of | 
ithe Irwin toll-gate. 


Irwin, about 25 miles from Pitts; 
burgh, is the Western terminus of 
the 160-mile turnpike. 

State police at Greensburg said 
the parkdown began Wednesday 
night after they began a 24-hour 
watch against weight violators. 

Capt. Andrew J. Hudock said 35 
truckers were fined for exceeding 
the 45,000-pound limit in the 24- 
hour period between 4 p. m. Sat- 
urday and 4 p. m. yesterday. The 
fines ranged from $25 to $50. Sev- 
eral drivers were arrested twice. 

Hudock declined to say how 
long the 24-hour vigil would be 
maintained. State police have been 
warring against violators for sev- 
eral months and there have been 

sporadic ‘‘parkdowns” by protest- 
ing truckers. 

The truckers apparently were 
determined not to budge until 
State police remove the weighing 
scales here. 

One trucker declared, 
going to sit pat unti' either 
the highways freeze over.” 

Cargoes of the idle vehicles 
range from steel to perishable 
foods, including vegetables, eggs 
and butter. Two refrigerator 
truckmen reported their ice sup 
were dwindling.

QUITMAN—They used to call it “robbing the bee gums,” 
but like everything else, gatherifig honey has also acquired 
the “new look.” No longer is the old gum torn into, tooth 
and claw, and the honey squeezed out of a blob of dead 
bees, larvae, pollen, old comb and burnt rags. 

Down in Quitman, it’s honey 


time again, and Branch Hunter, 
beekeeper of 50 years applied ex- 
perience, is extracting honey. The 
honey flow, or production of nec- 
tar in wild blossoms started in 
February with ti-ti and willow, 
progressed through yellow poplar, 
tupelo, and gallberry. These are 
the commercial honeys, split into 
two groups of the “dark” honeys 
and “light” (tupelo and gallberry) 
honeys. Later, in June, bees will 
begin to gather Mexican clover 
and other minor nectars for a Win- 
ter supply of food. 


Just now, tupelo and galiberry 
are coming off. Each hive is sep- 
arated into two units by a metal z 
“excluder” which allows worker Fig. 
bees to go above it and store #2 
honey, but keeps the egg-laying ‘Dy 
queen below so that brood will 
rot be mixed with the commer: 
cial honey. In each hive unit are 
10 “frames,” rectangular wooden 
structures having evenly spaced 
sheets of comb in them. The bees 
fill these combs with honey. 


In taking off honey, each frame 
fs removed, its bees shaken be- 
fore the hive so they can find 
it again, and the frame transferred 
to an empty portable unit to be 
carried back to the extracting 
house. In places of full frames, 
empty ones from which the honey 
has been taken, are replaced to 
be refilled. 

When the full frames reach the 
honey, their cells for honey are 
covered with a thin layer of wax, 
sealing in the honey. The frame 
ie stood on a board over a vat, 
and with a sharp decapping knife 
the seals are sliced off. 

The frame of honey then 
placed in a centrifugal extractor, 
and slung around inside a drum, 
throwing the liquid honey out of 
the frame into the sides of the

1. What the average re- 
quirement of lime and super- 
phosphate or basic slag per acre 
in starting a temporary pasture?

From our experience in run- 
ning soil tests on farms in all 
communities in Fulton County 
the average land requires from 
one to three tons of lime and 600 
to 1,000 Ibs. of 20 percent super- 
phosphate per acre or one ton 
of basic slag per acre.

2. What time of year is the 
best to do your heaviest culling 
of laying flocks? 


Laying flocks should be culled 
as the birds go out of production 
but usually the heaviest culling 
is done in June, July and 
August. 


3. What is one of the best 
Summer grazing crops for hogs 
and cows? 


For cows sow 40 to 50 Ibs. 
of Sudan grass per acre or 60 
Ibs. of cattail millet per acre. 
For hogs sow 40 to 50 Ibs. of Su- 
dan grass per acre or 60 Ibs. of 
cattail millet or 40 to 60 Ibs. of 
sorghum per acre. This should 
be fertilized with 800 to 1,000 
Ibs. of 6-8-6 fertilizer per acre.
